ACCUSED MAN RETURNED 


FOR TRIAL. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 
Thomas Johnson, formerly caretaker of 


Messrs. Verner’s, Grafton street, Dublin, was 
charged, on-remand, with the larceny of 
attaché cases, tea and dinner services and 
cut-glass jugs, to the value of about £50, 
from his employers’ premises. 
Mr. Verner identified property produced by 
Detective Officer O'Connor, which was found 
in the premises oceupied by the accused 
man, as his. The defendant would have no 
right to have these articles. 
Replying to the defendant, witness ad- 
mitted selling him two razors, but they were 
not the ones produced. 
Peter Byrne, chauffeur, employed by the 
last witness, denied having given the defen- 
dant two rose bowls or any other property 
belonging to Mr. Verner. 
John Wise, of Rutland terrace, Clontarf, 
assistant manager employed by Mr. Verner, 
also denied having given the accused man any 
property belonging to Mr. Verner. The de- 
fendant’s wife never bought from him any of 
the property produced. The defendant, as 
caretaker, would have access to the cellar 
where the articles produced would be stored. 
A STATEMENT. 
Detective Officer O'Connor said that when 
the case came before the Court last week the 
defendant made a statement when shown four 
razors which were found in his possession. 
The statement was as follows :— 
“Two of the razors I bought—one from 
Mr. Verner and one from Miss Green. The 
other two were given to me by Mr. Wise in 
the hall one day about two months ago. The 
two glass rose bowls which were in the 
bottom drawer of the press in my bedroom I 
got from Peter, the chauffeur. I gave him 
some money for them. I don’t know how 
much I gave him. Wise gave me the razors 
for nothing. The set of china I pawned were 
my late wife’s property. I cannot ray where 
she got them, but we had them some years. 
[ gave Miss Doyle, the charwoman, some 
knives, some small glass dishés, and some 
odds and ends I did not want. They were all 
my own property.” 
This was all the evidence offered, and 
Detective Officer O'Connor asked the Justice 
to return the accused man for trial. 
The defendant applied for bail. It was, he 
said, the first time he had ever been in 
trouble, and he had a good character. 
BAIL REFUSED. 
Detective Officer O'Connor, in opposing 
bail, said that for some years thousands of 
pounds worth of property had disappeared 
from Messrs. Verner’s. He could not consent 
to bail. 
The accused man was returned for trial in 
custody. 


DUBLIN BOY’S FRAUD. 


SAID HE WAS COLLECTING 
MONEY FOR NUNS. 
(BEFORE MR, CUSSEN.) 

Richard Daly (16), of Upper Oriel street, 
Dublin, was charged by Detective Officer 
Victor Lockhart (125 C) with having obtained 
within the last six weeks the sum of £4 10s. 
from residents in the Marino area, Clontarf, 
by falsely stating that he was collecting 
money for the Poor Clare Nuns of Donny- 
brook, and with having converted it to his 
own use. 

From the evidence it appeared that the boy, 
for whom Mr. Vincent Brady, solicitor, ap- 
eared, admitted the offence when questioned 
y the detective officer. 

Mr. Cussen placed the defendant on pro- 
bation for twélve months on his father’s bail 
in £5, £2 compensation to be paid to the Poor 
Clare Sisters, and commended Detective 
Officer Lockhart for the manner in which he 
had acted in the case, 
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the South. This is not a fair inference, as 
the following facts will prove. 
In the South Protestants, as a clags, took 
no part in the disturbances which distracted 
the country. When peace came they unant- 
mously supported the new Government then 
set up. It was very largely owing to that 
support that the new regtme has béen so 
successful. Protestant leaders, both political 
and ecclesiastical, urged their followers to do 
their best to make the new Constitution 4 
success. This advice was acted upon, as has 
been handsomely acknowledged by our present 
rulers. Indeed, it was impossible for con- 
sistent and loyal Protestants to do otherwise, 
because the Irish Free State was established 
by the highest authority which Protestants 
acknowledged. i 
What happened in Ulster when a new 
Government was set up there by the same 
authority? It was bitterly opposed and 
forcibly resisted by Roman Catnolics and 
Nationalists on the spot, and by invaders of 
that province from the South. If 1 remember 
rightly, Mr. Devlin himself declared that he 
would never recognise the new Government 
and would do his best to wreck it. I looked 
in vain for any word of support, or any 
advice to support it, from any Koman Catholic 
or Nationalist political or ecclesiastical leader. 
On the contrary, deeds were done in Belfast 
which anyone could foresee would rouse the 
majority to fury. I need not go into details, 
as the facts are well known to all who lived 
through those terrible times. 
By their conduct the Protestants and 
loyalists gave the Free State Government 
every reason to regard them as their best 
friends and supporters and as the most stable 
and tui element in the State. By 
their conduct the Roman Catholics and 
Nationalists gave the Northern Government 
every reason to distrust and fear them. 
Mussolini may be a dictator and a tyrant, if 
you will; but the condition of Italy was 
desperate. Mr. Devlin’s charges against the 
Northern Government may be quite justified, 
but it was in a position of grave danger. Jn 
both the Free State and in Northern Ireland 
the Opposition has changed its policy, and 
has resolved upon constitutional means to 
gain its objects. Mr. Devlin’s “irreducible 
minimum of demands’’ is perfectly fair and 
reasonable—‘‘ justice, fair play, representation 
based on equity, freedom of religious and 
political opinion .... a fuil propertionate 
share of all positions of power and emolument, 
and recognition of the fact that, as citizens of 
the State, Catholic and Protestant stand on 
an equal footing.’’ Having lived among our 
Northern fellow-countrymea, I can assure Mr. 
Devlin and his Roman Catholic friends that, 
having at last adopted the policy of the Pro- 
testants of the Free State, they will soon 
have no reason to contrast their position with 
ours.—Yours, etc., Dupiey FLercuer.

AUTHORS AND GOOD LOOKS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Mr. Arnold Bennett has been at 
loggerheads with his publishers. Recently, 
it seems, Mr. Bennett suggested that a 
reproduction of the authors photograph 
ought to appear on the cover of every novel. 
The idea, however, did not meet with 
approval, with the result that a lively dis- 
cussion has ensued on the subject. — Per- 
sonally, I am afraid that any impartial 
observer must admit that very few of our 
modern novelists can boast of an appearance 
sufficiently striking to warrant its reproduc- 


tion on the covers of their works, In these 
days, alas! the gift for writing and a 
mediocre countenance only too often go 


together. Even our poets do not look the 
part: they are, as a whole, painfully prosaic 
in appearance. 

Where is there a poet or a novelist to-day 
who, in the matter of looks, can compare 
with Tennyson or Dickens? With the 
ossible exception of Mr. Bernard Shaw, Sir 
all Caine and Mr. John Galsworthy, there 
are very few present-day writers or poets of 
distinction whose facial appearance is in 
aceord with their talents. ho, for instance, 
would suspect, on seeing him, that Mr. 4. 
K. Chesterton—so urbane and ponderous— 
can be so brilliantly epigrammatic on occa- 
sion? What is there in the expression of 
William Gerhardi or of Sir Philip Gibbs 
or of Sir Arthur Canon Doyle—to take a trio 
at random—to convey the impression of 
distinguished authorship? As for Mr. 
Bennett himself, he shaves the distinction 
with the late Sir Rider Haggard of lookin 

more like a man given to Fís rm 
pursuits than to literary composition. 

At the risk of being considered extremel 
ungallant, I must po Ó that, to my mind, 
the vast majority of our women writers must 
be credited with the same characteristic ; 
only a few of them show any traces of 
ersonality in their faces. Miss Rebecca 
est is one of the few. As for the others, 
some of them are admittedly beautiful; 
many of them are distigctly pretty, and (if 
the truth be told) the rest of them are 
positively plain-looking.—Yours, etc.,

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“ VERY BAD PERJURY.” 
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FARMER SENTENCED FOR 
LARCENY. 

At Maryborough Circuit Court Joseph 
Stone, farmer, Coolglass, Wolfhill, wag con- 
victed on several charges of the larceny of 
farming implements and other articles, the 
property mostly of neighbouring farmers. 
' Accused man claimed the articles as his 
own. He said that in April, 1922, he and 
his family were driven out on the roadside 
by a crowd of two hundred people, and his 
furniture was smashed and some of it stolen. 
Accounting for some of the farming im- 
plements found in his possession, he said that 
in 1921, when his brother's aon was shot in 
Co. Tipperary, his brother and the family 
were deported by the British Government to 
England, and he (witness) took over all the 
farming equipment, including the implements 
in question. 
In cross-examination by Mr. W. X. White. 
State Solicitor, accused man admitted that he 
came into Luggacurren as a “ planter” on an 
evicted farm on Lord Lansdowne’s estate. 
For what happened in 1922 he received com- 
vensation both from the Irish Free State and 
fetes England. 
Judge Wakely said that the defendant was 
a man who had had a great deal of trouble. 
Unfortunately. he did not plead guilty, and, 
in addition to the stealings, which had gone on 
for a long time, he had, in defence of himself, 
committed very bad perjury. He sentenced 
him to twelve calendar months, with hard 
labour on each charge, the sentences to run 
concurrently.

GLENCOLUMBKILLE. 


SPELL OF SCENERY AND 
ASSOCIATION.

(By CANON H. W. B. THOMPSON, B.D.) 


B ARTHOLOMEW’S quarter-inch-to- 
the-mile Map of Ireland marks 
Cross, Bed, Well and Tower as four of 
the geographical features of Glencolumb- 
kille. There are only two roads con- 
necting Glencolumbkille with the outer 
world. One of them is well known in the 
cycling world; for it runs from Ardara, 
up Glengesh Hill, at the top of which it 
branches, to run West into the Glen, or 

-South into Carrick. From time to time 
motor cyclists may be seen leaving Park- 
gate, Dublin, to test the climbing ability 
of their machines on Glengesh Hill. Its 
steep gradient is at present one of the 
connecting links between Dublin and the 
most Westerly point of Ulster. 

Few persons from the outside world 
visit Glencolumbkille cta  Glengesh. 
Cyclists who triumph over the famous hill 
are glad to turn their backs upon the 
wilder scenery that lies beyond it. The 
ordinary way into Glencolumbkille is from 
Killybegs, by Kilear and Carrick, along 
the base of Slieve Liag, across the hills 
and into the Glen. The occasional visitor, 
who wishes to see the bold cliff scenery of 


Glen Head to advantage, does not object 


to the few additional miles along a rough 
road, round by Malinmore, before enter- 
ing the Glen itself. 

The writer lived, from. infancy until 
college days were over, in Glencolumbkille, 
and never once left or entered the Glen, 
except up or down the hill that leads direct 
from Glencolumbkille to Carrick. He 
would maintain that only long residence 
in Glencolumbkille qualifies anyone to 
write sympathetically about its antiquities 
and scenery and people. It is not the 
Jack of appreciation of their literary gifts 
that makes the native of Donegal critica! 
of the praise bestowed by literary persons 
upon its wild scenery. Jt is rather his 
feeling that only a native of the rocks has 
the real love of the rocks. The place 
exercises an influence upon its inhabitants, 
and outsiders are regarded as strangers to 
the real secret of its spell. 


TIME’S CHANGES. 


It may be a bold claim to make, but the 
writer makes it, that he is now one of the 
few persons living—qualified through 
residence and through visits paid at 
intervals during the past thirty vears— 
who is in the position to link up the 
district’s present life with its life of half 
a century ago. You must have known 
Glencolumbkille years before the railway 
came as far as Donegal, and have felt the 
remoteness of the outside world in those 
car-posting days, te experience the change 
that, first, the railway to Killybegs made, 
and, at a much more recent date, the 
arrival] of the motor car has made. 

What used to be an uncommon experi- 
ence—the journey from Glhencolumbkille 
te the outside world—is now a matter of 
daily occurrence It used to be a real 
physical strain to-travel by means of an 
utside car from Glencolumbkille to 

‘ruminin. Station, beside Barnesmore 
(rap. You had to walk up the hills: for 
the horse had as much as it could do to 
pull the car and luggage up. The visitor 
who said that the use of the car in 
Donegal seemed to be to make the pace for 
the passengers to walk was not very far 


Wrong in his estimate of its use. 


Now you sit at your ease in a com- 
fortable motor car, and. with a change of 
gear, glide up the hills, where formerly 
you tramped every step of the way. If 
Glengesh is the steepest gradient in the 
roads leading in and out of Glencolumb- 
kille, it is by no means the only long, 
ticep incline on the roads of County 
Donegal. The motor car now makes 
easily accessible the various spots from 
which the pedestrian must still walk if he 
is to see what is worth seeing in and 
around Glencolumbkille. 

The Bartholomew map, with its Cross. 
Bed, Well and Tower, puts the objects of 
human interest in Glencolumbkille in 
chronological order. These are all the 
works of men’s hands. The “ Crosses ’?— 
and there are many of them in the Glen— 
are of pre-Christian times. Geologists 
say that the rocks of Donegal are the 
oldest Jaid down rocks in the world. The 
hard stone of the Glen crosses has stood 
the test of centuries of weathering. The 
incision marks on them can still be clearly 
traced. : 


THE BED AND WELL. 


A solitary upright stone stands at the 

highest, point in. the centre of the Glen, 
gate, near the 
present parish church and the site of a 
still more ancient church, where a sub- 
terranean-built chamber runs un eath 
the old graveyard. We descended the 
chamber last week, as we often descended 
it years ago, and its present appearance 
indicates that fewer visitors now make 
the descent than was formerly the case. 
The Bed and the Well are unapproachable 
by motor car. They are on the wav up to 
Glen Head, and the visitor to the stone 
bed of St. Columba, or to his holv well, 
must do as the saint did, and toil ‘up the 
mountain side. He probably gave the pre- 
Christian antiquities of the Glen the 
Christian associations which they still 
possess. 

Higher up, on the sheer cliff’s edge, is 
the Tower, built in quite modern days, 
when a foreign invasion of the country 
was a matter of practical politics. We 
can remember an old parish clerk tel] the 
story of his father dining in the Tower 
with the officers of the garrison that 
occupied it. 

Of the natural wild scenery of the 
Parish of Glencolumbkille all too little 
has been written, and what has been 
written lies scattered through a few 
journals and a few books. The best 
leaping-off place in Ireland from earth to 
heaven, to borrow the expression of one 
who has used the art of painting to de- 
scribe what he has seen of beauty in 
Donegal, is far too little known. There 
1s an asset of real economic worth, to put 
it on no higher level, in the natural, big- 
scale beauty of County Donegal. The 
tourist of half a century ago was rare 
enough, but he came to stay a while—to 
walk, to explore, to fish, to admire. He 
came again and again; for he found the 
spell of the place upon him. The 
modern tourist comes and sees and goes. 
He has to be catered for. He is worth 
catering for. It is the big turn-over at 
small profit that makes the modern 
business. 

Money has largely changed hands in 
recent years. There are quite a number 
of comfortable small . hotels throughout 
Donegal that are adapting themselves to 
meet the needs of the ever-increasing 
numbers of persons who wish to see the 
remote parts of their native land. Tt is 
gratifying to learn from one who has long 
experience of the hotel business in the 
county that he sees signs of a steady im- 
provement ja this particular business. - 

Some of the changes that have taken 
place in South-West Donegal in recent 
years are worth recording. We should say 
that there is a better understanding of the, 
meaning of politics. The land problem, 
with the old soreness of paying rent, is a 
thing of the past. Holdings are being 
bought out under the Land Commission. 
The destruction of buildings during thé 
troublesome times is regarded as part of 
the necessary waste of war, the cost of 
which ultimately falls on the whole com- 
munity. The problem of their rebuilding 
is occupying the minds of those concerned 
with their ownership. . sil

M.C.C. and Treland. 


The Marylebone Cricket Club, who are 
sending over to Ireland a strong team, 
under the captaincy of Mr. C. D. McIver, 
to play matches against the Gentlemen of 
Ireland at Dublin and Belfast, originated 
as far back as 1787, and:is now regarded 
by the whole cricketing world as the 
supreme authority of the game. 

The first M.C.C. ground was at Dorset 
square, Marylebone, and later a change 
was made to Reyvent’s Park. In 1814 a 
move was made to St. John’s Wood, the 
sround of Thomas Lord, and it has been 
Known ever since as Lord’s. 

In the early days of cricket all howlinz 
was underhand, and it is amusing to read 
in these later davs that the introduction 
of round-arm deliveries was viewed with 
great disfavour by the M.C.C. authorities 
of that day.

He 
refused to take lieed, and drove in his 
team to plough the land. As he did so a 
voice Of an angel from Heaven called to 
him that the spot was sacred, and held 
the bones of St. Mobhi, by whom the 
land had been consecrated to God. “St. 
Mobhi or not,” replied the vandal, ‘the 
furrow shall go on.’’. But scarcely was 
the retort uttered than team, plough and 
owner disappeared beneath the earth. The 
little lad who led the horses alone was 
left to tell the tale. This legend is 
reminiscent of the interesting book by 
Daniel Corkery, who traces the legend to 
Cork. ;

I have seen famine 
scenes in Glencolumbkille, when hundreds 
of hungry people would collect early in 
the day round centres where Indian meal 
was being distributed; and a crowd of 
hungry people clamouring for food is a 
sight not easily forgotten. The food may 
have changed in quality. The bag of 
white flour used only to: be seen going into 
the houses of the well-to-do. Now the 
donkey with the bag of flour on its back 
is a common enough sight. 

One curious result of the disappearance 
of the landlords and their gamekeepers is 
the increase of foxes on the mountains. 
They are failing to find food enough in 
hares and birds, and are descending into 
the Donegal Shephelah, the low hills, in 
search-of young lambs and poultry and 
rabbits. Poison has been tried, but the 
fox is a Wary animal. The ordinary house 
dog will not tackle a fox. The gun is the. 
only effective weapon to keep the fox 
population within proper bounds. In one 
respect we notice no change in Donegal 
within living memory—-namely, in the 
innate courtesy and kindliness of the 
people.

ACiss Dorothy Macardle. 


Miss Dorothy Macardle, whose tragic 
little play, “ Ann Kavanagh,’’ is being 
revived at the Abbey this week, is an ex- 
tremely versatile writer. Besides plays 
and short stories, she has to her credit 
a collection of historical tales, ‘‘ Tragedies 
of Kerry,’’ and she is at present, I hear, 
engaged on a book of history proper. 
While she was Lecturer in English at 
Alexandra College, Miss Macardle made 
the study of metrics so fascinating that 
her classes were enthusiastic about a sub- 
ject more often shunned. 

Those lectures were the basis of a 
treatise on metrics to which every scholar 
of the subject looked forward with eager- 
ness. But the ‘‘ time of the troubles,’’ 
responsible for so many irreparable 
losses, deprived us of the looked-for work 
—the half-finished manuscript was de- 
stroyed during a raid. 


Not a Boyne Relic. 


The finding of an old pair of spurs 
bearing the stamp ‘‘8.D”’ at Oldbridge 
led to the statement being made that 
these must have belonged to a soldier of 
the Inniskilling Dragoons at the Battle 
of the Boyne. The Inniskilling Dragoons 
did not bear the registered number “6” 
until 1751. The Inniskilling Horse were 
not -at Oldbridge, but were led across the 
Boyne by King William in person near 
Drogheda. Another Inniskilling _ regi- 
ment, the 5th Dragoons, also were at the 
Boyne, which was the last occasion in 
British history when two kings faced each 
other on opposite banks of a river. 


Back Ten Years.

Poor Tommy Moore. 


The Dublin statues are at present 
undergoing a much-needed operation——the 
application of soap and water—and it is 
astonishing what an improvement it effects 
in the personal appearance of most of 
them. In the case of poor Tommy Moore, 
there is something peculiarly pathetic in 
the annual] effort to deal with that much- 
suffering ‘‘ poet of all circles.’’ 

Originally masquerading as a bronze 
effigy, the truth eked out that the materia! 
used was pewter—and not good pewter at 
that. As time passed, it was found that 
the neck of the poet was disproportionately 
tong, and the head was sawn off to effect 
the necessary curtailment, and it is on 
record that when readjusted the foreman 
of the works was heard to warble, “ Oh, 
doth not a meeting like this make 
amends.’’ But, alas! the neck was found 
then to be, as it remains to-day, an inch 
too short. 

The influence of wind and rain pro- 
duced a chameleon-like effect upon the 
material, making its colour vary from a 
dark and dingy brown to a bright orange 
or banana, according as the glint of the 
sun brought to view the ‘‘ varying tints.”’ 
The predominating aspect, however, of the 
statue, was such as to suggest a belated 
niggerman hailing a cab. In her memoirs 
Lady Morgan quotes from a letter written 
by a relative who was present at the 
actual unveiling, and in which she rudely 
describes the thing as a  ‘‘tin-pot 
monstrosity.’’ Lest visitors should make 
any mistake on the much-debated subject, 
the authorities some short time ago had 
carved on the pedestal the name “' Moore.” 
the final ‘‘e”’ somewhat incon-

Belfast Music Lectureship. 


Captain Charles John Brennan, Mns.B., 
F.R.C.O., L.R.A.M., who has been 
appointed by the Senate of Queen's 
University, Belfast, to a Lectureship in 
Music at the University, has been organist 
and director of the choir at Belfast 
Cathedral since 1904, and is the honorary 
organist to the University. 

Casale Brennan was born at Gosport 
in 1876, and for some time was organist 

and choirmaster at 

Clifton, in Bedford- 

shire. In 1897, on 

his obtaining a 

Fellowship of the 

Royal College of 

Organists, he took 

up music as his pro- 

fession, and in that 
year was appointed 
organist at Strabane 

Parish Church, 

County Tyrone. 

EE He went to Belfast 
fin 1901 as organist 
and choirmaster at 

Elmwood Church, 
and three years later received his appoint- 
ment at Queen’s University. For a 
quarter of a century Captain Brennan has 
been prominent in Belfast musical circles. 
He is conductor of the Queen’s Island 
Operatic Society, of the Belfast City 
Amateur Operatic Society, and of the 
Belfast Professional Orchestra. 

Captain Brennan is the composer of the 
“ Glendalough Moonbeams’”’ suite, and 
of other orchestral pieces and songs, and 
he is the author of “ Words in Singing: 
a Handbook on Pronunciation.’’ He is 
an ex-captain of the Royal Irish Fusiliers, 
and is prominent in Masonic circles as 
P.P.G.O. of the Province of Down.

THE ORANGE 
TAWNY. 


A PREVALENT HARVEST 
BUG. .

BLOODTHIRSTY MITES.

MA: people have asked me about the 
orange tawny, which. Is most 
prevalent at this time of year. This 
season has been a good one for the orange 
tawny, and children, especially, suffer 
considerably from the bites of these little 
animals. The orange tawny begins biting 
about June, and continues throughout the 
summer, though the worst months are 
usually July and August. 

The usual symptoms are that one’s 
limbs, especially, are covered with itchy 
papules, surrounded by a red area. In 
some people the papule later forms a 
pustule. This bursts, and a black area 
is left, which may take some weeks to, 
disappear entirely. The whole thing is 
most unpleasant, and in many cases the 
attacks may be so virulent as to prevent 
sleep and neécessitate rest in bed. 
In other persons the attack is very slight ; 


no pustules ever form, and no real incon- 
venience 1s produced. In the Sandycove 
and Dalkey areas, especially, the orange 
tawny is very common, and here the 
doctor is often called in to treat the bites 
on children. 

The distribution of the orange tawny in 
the Dublin area is not properly known tu 
me. It is found all along the Dublin 
Bay, from Killiney Head to the Pembroke 
District, in town, and in Rathmines. lt 
seems to be absent from Killiney itself, 
but is bad in some parts of Bray. I donot 
whether it is found north of the 
river. It is apparently not present this 
year, at least, in the College Park or 
Gardens. 

The photograph, at high magnification, 
gives a good idea of the animal itself. 
The present specimens were presented by 
Dr. W. E. Graham, of Sandycove. The 
black mark in the abdominal region is the 
stomach, which contains blood. 


ALLIED TO THE TICKS 


The orange tawny is really the larva, or 
immature stage, of a much larger, eight- 
legged acorine, or spider-like creature. 
allied to the ticks. The adult is called 
Lrombidium, and there are possibly 
several species implicated in the British 
Isles. The mother lays eggs, probably 
In late autumn or early spring. 
These eggs hatch out to form minute six- 
legged, gquick-running, reddish mites. 
which are extremely blood-thirsty, and 
are animated with a strong desire to 
puncture any animal that they encounter. 
Possibly the normal hosts are spiders ead 
small insects. The orange tawny, when 
offered a spider, will fix itself on one of 
the latter’s legs, and will stay there fer 
several days. Afterwards it drops off, and 
then in a short time undergoes erdysis— 
that is, it changes its skin. The new 
organism has eight legs instead of six—it 
has had a leg up. 

When a human being is attacked by the 
orange tawny the mite passes through 
such woolly material as stockings or 
cloth, and with the aid of its long stvlet- 
like chelicera, which it is able to unfold, 
it makes a puncture in the skin. When 
one moves, or rubs the irritated part, the 
body of the mite is burst, and the jaws 
are left sticking in the skin. These jaws 
or chelicere, or poison from the mite’s 
salivary glands, or both, set up a violent 
irritation in the spot, and so next morning 
a typical orange tawny papule is found. 
Occasionally, by scratching, a nasty in- 
fection of the wound is brought about. 


SIZE AND HABITAT. 


The average size of the Dublin orange 
tawnies is 0.85 mm. in length by 0.25 mm. 
in breadth. Possibly, if the orange 
tawny was not killed by the movement of 
one’s clothes, it would take its fil] of 
one’s blood and peaceably drop off. 

In England the orange tawny is often 
known as the “harvest mite” or bug. It 
is very prevalent in rows of peas and in 
fruit plantations, gooseberry trees being 
notorious. 

As a preventive, it is said that the 
shaking of flowers of sulphur into one’s 
stocking or socks, is good. Personally I 
would rather have the orange tawnies. 
There are a number of preparations put 
up by. chemists—usually consisting of 
some smelly oil—which are quite good. 
One, sold by a well-known chemical firm, 
is not smelly, and is most efficacious. As 
a cure, when the pustules come, eau de 
Cologne is quite useful, but possibly any 
soothing ointment will be found to serve 
the purpose. 

In all probability, the spraying of lawns 
with a bucket of hot, soapy water and 
about a cupful of some oil like paraffin, or 
creosote, should kill a large number of 
these animals.

The New Ireland. 


Dublin stands on the eve of Horse 
Show Week, and on this occasion the 
Tailteann Games will prolong the civic 
holiday into the latter days of August. 
Already the decorated city is full of 
visitors, for whom, unless the weather 
proves unkind, no disappointment is in 
store. It is almost certain that the Royal 
Dublin Society will beat its own “ record,’’ 
and that, economically and socially, the 
coming Horse Show will be a triumphant 
success. We may consider the value of Horse 
Show Week under at least five headings. 
In the first place, its importance as a 
source of wealth for Ireland is great and 
increeses annually. It is a magnificent 
advertisement for the national industry 
of horse-breeding, and its blood-stock sales 
bring large sums into the country. It is 
an advertisement also for Ireland’s tourist 
traffic ;. it stimulates hunting, and, of 
course, it is an annual boon for the trade 
of Dublin. In the next place, Horse 


joie de vivre which finds too few ways of 
expression in normal times. Its days of 
bustle and gaiety and colour furnish a 
physical and moral refreshment for men 
and women of all classes. In this sense 
Horse Show Week is a tonic, but under 
our third heading it becomes a rest cure. 
It is the only week of the year when 
Dublin, though full of people, is empty of 
politics. During this happy week men 
not only do not talk politics—they do not 
At Ballsbridge North 
and South, Unionist, Nationalist and 
Republican, meet on ground where, by 
common consent, the intrusion of politics 
would be a crime; and the amnesty, no 
doubt, is not less welcome to the 
politicians themselves than to the genera] 
public. In the fourth place, Horse Show 
Week makes Dublin and the Free State 
conscious of a larger-life. During eleven 
months of the year they are apt to concen- 
trate their minds upon local problems and 
local interests and to forget the existence 
of other lands. Horse Show Week, with 
its cosmopolitan invasion, corrects these 
narrow notions and helps Irishmen to 
realise that they are citizens of Europe. 
Finally, the coming days certainly will 
inspire the nation with a just and healthy 
sense of pride. It will be uplifted with 
the knowledge that Dublin has done at 
least one thing supremely well. 

This new sense of pride is an asset of 
the first importance. Everything tnat 
helps Ireland to escape from the old tradi- 
tion of failure has a worth for which many 
millions of pounds would be no equiva: 
lent. For long centuries Ireland was 
‘the Niobe of nations.” The world fixed 
the adjective ‘‘distressful’’ upon her with 
Homeric monotony; it knew her capital 
city as “ dear,” indeed, but “ dirty.” 
Chronic disparagement, however affec- 
tionate, creates in its objects, whether 
peoples or individuals, a temper and an 
outlook that are almost fatal to progress. 
is at once admired and 
pitied becomes at once absorbed in its 
grievances and distrustful of its powers. 
Regarding itself as the victim of a cruel 
destiny, it suspects its best friends, re- 
fuses to befriend itself and substitutes 
dreams for work. The weakening of this 
futile mood was the first and greatest 
blessing that self-government brought to 
the Irish Free State. During the last six 
years her people, having lost their secular 
grievance, have rediscovered their genius 
for work and progress. Honest work and 
the courageous defeat of obstacles have 
planted the young State on firm founda. 
The old dreams have been exorcised 
by a of enterprise and by a 
thoroughness that in some respect is 
almost Teutonic. The national industry 
of agriculture has been transformed out of 
all knowledge. The Shannon scheme is a 
blend of the old vision with the new 
energy. Dublin, as its visitors see to-day, 
remains dear, but is no longer dirty. No 
influence has been more effective in this 
national renaissance than the splendid, 
consistent, unfaltering work of the Royal 
Dublin Society. Again, next week, the 
Society will produce to the world a most 
notable achievement of Irish brains and 
hands. Again, it will make Ireland 
proud of herself, will unfold new paths 
of progress, will bring North and South 
together, and will confirm that spirit of 
self-confidence which has been the gift of 
self-government. Once more also the 
Horse Show will deliver an object-lesson 
against the lingering vice of insularity.

Republican and Democrat. 


The campaign for the presidential elec- 
tion in the United States has reached a 
very interesting phase. Both candidates 
are hard at work, and the stage is now 
set for what may prove to be one of the 
most exciting contests of modern times. 
The Republican banner is being borne by 
Mr. Herbert Hoover, Secretary for Com- 
merce in President Coolidge’s (.overnment, 
and the Democratic candidate. is Mr. 
Alfred Smith, the popular Governor of 
New York. Since the Presidency of William 
McKi-ley there has been a permanent 
majority for the Republicans. The forma- 
tion of the Progressive Party, with the 
consequent “split’’ in the Republican 
vote, enabled the late Woodrow Wilson 
to secure election in 1912, and in 1916 
he was re-elected because the people of 
the United States realised the dangers of 
a change at such a critical period of their 
history. Now that matters have become 
normal again, “however, the ratio of 
Republicans to Democrats in the country 
is about:six to four.

The Democrats’ chances of victory de- 
pend on two things. Governor Smith is 
known to be a man of personal integrity 
who has refused to follow the dictates of 
Tammany Hall ; and Mr. Hoover is most 
unpopular with the farmers. The Demo- 
cratic managers are concentrating on this 
latter, fact. During the war, when Mr. 
Hoover was doing war work in Europe, he 
went across to the United States, where 
he succeeded in securing a maximum price 
for exported foodstuffs. This achieve- 
ment was of great use to the British 
Government, which finding much 
difficulty in procuring supplies at the 
time, and Mr. Hoover made a great name 
for himself in England. His work on be- 
half of the British Government during the 
war is being used against him now. Efforts 
are being made to persuade the ignorant 
farmers of the Middle West that he is a 
“ British ” candidate; that he worked 
against the interests of the American 
farmer, and that, in short, he is nothing 
like “a hundred per cent. American.” 
Ex-Governor Lowden, who was one of Mr. 
Hoover’s rivals for the Republican 
nomination, has taken a very strong stand 
against him in the farming districts. 
Already there are signs that the campaign 
of propaganda against Mr. Hoover is be- 
ginning to be effective. A big organisation 
of farmers in Iowa-has passed a vote of 
censure on Senator Brookhart because he 
supported the Hoover nomination at the 
Kansas City Convention, although pre- 
viously this State was almost solidly Re- 
publican. Straws of this kind indicate the 
way in which the political wind is blow- 
ing. The Democratic hopes of victory are 
not supposed to be very strong, but public 
opinion is in such a condition that any- 
thing may happen. At any rate the con- 
test will be. fought to the very last moment. 
All is fair in presidential elections. 
Hitherto the men with the muckrakes 
have not been able to _ discover 
anything to the personal discredit 
of either candidate; but the campaign is

African Railway Administration to cope 
with the new competition. The Adminis- 
tration has launched its own road 
services, and now is within measurable 
distance of running such services on 
10,000 miles of road. Already 252 motor- 
omnibuses are running, and a _ large 
number of chassis, to be mounted with 
locally made bodies, has been ordered. 
The Railway Board considers’ that 
increase of road services will not suffice to 
meet the situation. It will not render the 
running of present railway _ services 
economic. The railways are obliged to 
carry low-rated goods, such maize, 
coal and ore, while the rival road services 
discard all such unprofitable business. If 
the railways lose the passenger and 
similar traffic, on which previously the 
average receipts were brought up to the 
economic level, they will be obliged to 
increase goods rates. Speaking in Parlia- 
ment last session, the Minister of Rail- 
ways said that the public did not appear 
to realise that the railways and harbours 
were a State concern in which a sum of 
over £147,000,000 had been sunk. [If 
these were run at a loss, it would be 
impossible to reduce tariffs. The solution, 
it is thought, lies in the compelling of 
private carriers to accept all kinds of 
trafic, and not the lucrative kind alone.

Pieces of Parliament. 


The Houses of Parliament at West- 
minster are being restored. Age and 
weather have worked havoc on the in- 
tricate Gothic fabric. In the Inner Court 
now are piled discarded gargoyles, finials 
and other fragments of the ornamental 
masonry. Portions of this débris are 
being sold to members, who drive away 
with their purchases, happy in the thought 
that portions of Parliament henceforth 
will decorate their gardens. Gargoyles are 
in the keenest request, but are scarce. 
Who, however, would grudge a few pounds 
for even the least ornate of stones quarried 
from such a pile? What could be more 
agreeable to a hostess at a garden party 
than to be able to point to some mossy 
pillar on the lawn, telling how once it 
stood sentinel over the Chamber in which 
Disraeli, Salisbury, Parnell, Redmond 
and Asquith in turn fought their battles 
and earned their fame?

Many 
citizens, perhaps, would be glad to buy 
some of these fragments in order to 
fashion bird-baths out of them, adorning 
their gardens thus with relics of the street 
that was.
